It is therefore up to the farmers 
and town people in such districts 
to see that they have a good agri- 
cultural society and to get busy and 
make their fair'the best ever, the 
advantages are shared by both far- 
mer and storekeeper and every.ene 
else who has a stake j in the dist Act. 

i e have.such a society in the Irma 
district which has already made a 
good ‘start. We have a good agricul- 
tural ground which is all fenced and 
all paid for, and everything is in 
good shape for a record fair in 1918 

All that is needed is for all to pull 
together and show that Irma is a 
place on the map. The Irma Agri- 
cultural Society disburges over 1000 
dollars per annum in prize money, 

we .sk you to see that you get your 
share of this. 


A good many farmers own pure 
bred stock now, bring them to the 
fair and let the public see what the 
Irma district can do. The man who 
is just starting in this line will learn 
more by seeing his stock . side by 
side with others than any other 
way it will show him the weak 
points if’ any and let him know 


The Seed fair is over. In addition 
to the annual fair which is fixed for 
August 14th, there is $225 to be 
divided ‘up for the Standing Crop 
Seed Grain Competition for which 
the following 5 classes will be open 
to members, 10 acres wheat, 10 
acres oats, 10 acres barley, 1 acre 
root crops, and + acre garden. Last 
year the Judge told us that in his 
round he bad not seen better crops 
than ours in the whole of his rounds, 


and that he passed many fields of | 


grain which were not entered in the 
/competition which would ‘certainly 
have been in the prize money , had 
they been entered. Some of the 
; classes at the fair do not receive the 
amount of support they should. The} 
stock judging classes have been on 
the prize list many years but we do 
not remember seeing any competi- 
tion. Have the farmers and_ their 
sons such a poor opinion -of their 
ability to judge stock that-they are 
afraid to enter? Last ‘year there was 
a considerable increase in prizes of- 
|fered for young people, but the re- 
sponse was not. what might have 
been expected. Will school teachers 
please bring this matter before their 
pupils, we are sure that by encour- 
aging them to enter and compete 
‘with others will prove a mutual ad- 
=| vantage to both teacher and scholar. 
More attention is being given these 
classes for young ‘people both by 
the Societies and the’- Department 
of Agriculture, and there is no. 
doubt that if the young people show 
their interest that the classes will 
be further increased. The epart- 
ment of Agriculture spare no. ex- 
pense, they believe that these fairs 
should provide the very best prac- 
pl Ecaple instruction stock breeders 
can have and for that reason spend 
a lot of money every year to support 


the fairs. If the farmers do not take 
» bfull advantage of what is offered we 


cannot expect that the Department 
will continue the grants. The mem- 
bership fee for our Society is. only 
one dollar per annum. Every far- 
mer should be a member of * this, it 
is impossible. for the officials to 
canvass every one to join. If not 
already a. member, leave your dol- 
lar with the Sec-Treas when youare 
in town and remember that for 
every dollar member the: “Govern- 
‘ment give the Society another dol- | 
lar. Last year we had a record mem- 
bership of 120, there jis no reason 
| this should not be increased to 200

and Moslem, as well as Jcew’—the
